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This is a decision on the request for corrected patent application publication under 
37 CFR 1.221(b), filed on December 14, 2004, for the above-identified application. 

The request is DISMISSED. 

The instant request is that the application be republished because the patent application 
publication includes an error in the Notice of Publication as the title of the invention 
"Compositions, Organisms and Methodologies Employing a Novel Human Kinase" is misprinted 
as "Organisms and Methodologies Employing a Novel Human Protein Kinase." 

37 CFR 1.221(b) states "Any request for a corrected publication or revised patent application 
publication other than provided as provided in paragraph (a) of this section must be filed within 
two months from the date of the patent application publication. This period is not extendable." .* 

The request for corrected publication received on December 14, 2004, was not timely filed under 
37 CFR 1.221(b), and has not been considered because it was not timely filed. 

On February 9, 2004, a Filing Receipt was mailed by the USPTO listing the title as 
"Compositions, Organisms and Methodologies Employing a Novel Human Kinase." 

On February 18, 2004, a first request for a Corrected Filing Receipt was submitted requesting that 
the title be changed to "Organisms and Methodologies Employing a Novel Human Protein 
Kinase." 



Changes to Implement Eighteen-Month Publication of Patent Applications, 65 FR 57023, 57038 (Sept. 
20, 2000), 1239 Off. Gaz. Pat. Office Notices 63, 75 (Oct. 10, 2000) (final rule). 
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On March 3, 2004, a second request for a Corrected Filing Receipt was submitted requesting that 
the title be changed to "Compositions, Organisms and Methodologies Employing a Novel Human 
Protein Kinase." 

On May 4, 2004, a Corrected Filing Receipt was mailed listing the title as, "Organisms and 
Methodologies Employing a Novel Human Protein Kinase," in response to the first request for a 
Corrected Filing Receipt. 

The title was correctly listed on the first filing receipt mailed by the USPTO. If applicant wants to 
amend the title, applicant should submit an amendment to the title. It is improper to request a 
Corrected Filing Receipt, when the title is correctly listed. 

With respect to the "Request for Corrected Notice of Publication of Application," the Patent 
Application Publication US 2004/0096889 was correctly printed with the title (Compositions, 
Organisms and Methodologies Employing a Novel Human Kinase), as originally filed by applicant 
and as now requested by applicant's representative. The Notice of Publication of Application was 
printed with the title submitted in the first request for a Corrected Filing Receipt because it was 
mailed after the request was processed. The title of the invention was correctly published in the 
patent application publication because the application was exported to the publisher before 
applicants request for Corrected Filing Receipt was processed. 

Applicant is reminded of his duty to conduct a reasonable inquiry before filing a paper before the ' 
Office. See MPEP 410. Responding to multiple requests for Corrected Filing Receipts and 
meritless request for corrected Notices of Publication of Application is a waste of Office 
resources. 

Applicant's request for a corrected patent application publication on December 14, 2004, may 
constitute a "failure to engage in reasonable efforts to conclude processing or examination of the 
application." See 1 .704(c). This determination will be made on or after a mailing of a Notice of 
Allowance.
